fore Qed, Ahelr beauty fer the
batterment of the world snd net for
selfish purposss? I only take the risk
of msking the question and leave to
you the risk of answering it. These
things I say to show youn that in order
to have the promise of the text ful-
filled in your case it is not ‘necessary
you have phenomenal worldly success.

Notice also that God gives the
righteous the power to extract geod
out of evil and by a divine chemistry
to change the bitter into the sweet
and ths harmful into tbe beneficial.
The promise that it shall be well with
Yyou does not imply that you are to be
iree from trouble. There is no escape
from that. We all have family rela-
tions, and some of them will be mak-
ing exit frem this world, so that be-
reavement s the universal inherit-
ance. So also is (inancial loss. The
difference between the prospered and
those not prospered is the difference
in the amount they can afford o lose.
The more wenlth « man has the mors
be can lose, but one man can afford
to leme s millien dellars where anoth-
er man caunot afford to lesa one dol-
lar. On larger or smaller moale all
suffer financial loss. Amid the rapid-
ity of the revelutions of the wheel of
fhtional and internationsl fmmuce
fidnetary perplexity Is as common as
day or might.

So also misinterpretation and slan-
der cams to all who live active lves.
Qur actlons, thoreughly hsnest and
above board, may ceme under sus-
picion. Every courtroom at every term
of court-hears Illustrations of the de-
lusion of what iz ealled eircumstan-
#ial evidence. Innocent men are fined
or imprisoned or electrocuted because
ef an onfertunate esmjumation of
eventa. What is true in eonrtreoms
is true In all circles of domestie or
socinl or politleal or offcial life. You
have beon misunderstoad and misrep-
rexented or will bs misunderstood and
misrepresentad. Then how can my
text be trus? My explanation ia this:
The man withont any divine grace in
his heart finds In these troublas irri-
tatien and uabelie! aud welancheila
and despair. A Christins man finds ia
them submission and enlarged views
and divine support and reeonscera-
tion. Bereavement to the worldling
brings bard thouglhts of God and a re-
sistance wo violent It dares not {ully
express iteelf. Bereavement brings to
#ha Christian the thenght of heavenly
reunlon and an more complets Inying
beold of God, and a more tender appre-
clation of the divine presence, and
deeper gratitude that we were per-
mitied to kave tha departed ono se
lomg, and a more lively sympathy for
the sorrows of ethers and anathar evi-
denco of Ged's love, for "“wham the
Lord loveth he ebasterath.”

Financtal losw, which I fnst now said
s s7i's to come, never breaks up a
mAan who bas streng faith in @od. In
tnost casew it is a losw of sorplus or it
fa the Danlshinent of Juxuries. Mot
et the wants of she prospsrous clarses
are artificis] woots. The late Mr. Ar-
Toour ¢ the $U0.000,000 estate puinted
to one of Lis clerks on erdicary salary
and eafd: “That man Bis a better ap-
petite than I, sloeps bet'.er miglhte and
enjoys lfe more shan I deo." Ok, the
gigantic miseries of those who have
oo much! A man in Solomon's time
expressed as philosophic and reason-
able a wish as any man of these times
or of our times. His name was Agur,
aud he offered a prayer that be might
mever Lave & superabundance or a
deficit, erying out: “Give me neither
peverty mor riches.” On the oue side
he had seen the awful struggle of the
poor te get food and clothes and shel-
ter and to educate thelr children, and
on the other side he had seem the
gouty feot and the imdigestiom, and
the {usommia, aud the anxiety abeut
Iarge investments, noid the threatemed
peiesis often characteristic of those
who are losded up and loaded down
ith teo many succeswes. Those peo-
p'e who are generally oalled fhe mass-
ex—that fa, the most ef folks—have
the tkings absolotely necessary for
their well being. They hare no Mu-
rillexon their wall, nor a “Balehazear's
Feast” in the dtniag room, ner a pair
of §2,000 sorrels at their doorwar.
But they Yave eomething which these
superabundastly supplied seldom have.
They bave Batter health Liecause, be-
fng compelled to wall, they get the
necessary exercise, and, their dlet he-
ing limited to plan food, they do not
suffer from midnight salads and are
not victimized hy rare caterers. They
retire for whelesome sleep at the very
hour in which athers are lenving their
homes for the dance or the card party.
They will sloep the last sleep just as
well fn the plain gravernrd as these
wko have over them an arch of seuip-
tured grovite iu cowtliest mecrepelis
or most hictorical abbey.

They are In ene oceu-
pation and see its dAunoyances and so
ehange to ancther cermpation and find
as many annoyances, i! not more.
They live in e place and know its
uncomfiertable cnvirenments and move
imto another place Which has fust as
many llmitations.

But thal
which most impressed me there and
olsewhere is the abundauce of water
the fact that there are so many waters
that the continents can afferd to throw
them away into the sea, Hud_aaus und
Ohlox, Oregons and Amarons, Rhines
and Danubes and Volgas, and so abun-
dant that the earth can afford to have
its oceans avaporate into the heavens
Maediterruneans and Atlantics and Pa-
cifles. How rich the earth is with wa
tersl HBest beverage of all the nations
for after the richest banquet with the
richest beaverages everyone wants al
least a sip of it—water, cool water
God descended water!

With still more abundance {s the alx
distributed. An earth full of it. A sky
full of it. Swiftest and sirongest eugle
cannot fiy so high as not to have it in
the nostril or under the wing. And
what afiuence of sunlight! Noone but
the influlte God could dispense so much
of it. The golden cundlestick set on
the blue mantel of the heavens! 8o
great that the Almighty is compared ta
it, the psalmist erying out: *Che Lord
God is a sun." Tt ishigh time that w
recoguize in our liturgies and in our
formulas ef prayer the three most
abundant blessings of the universs
which eome 1@ all,

tween our earth and the planet Mars.

Tt is o thoroughfare betiveen
this world and that wotld and a com-
ivg enu geing perpetual. Golng out o
tiria *rorld Is ms natural as coming {n-
to it, but the one {8 with pang and
the other {s with rapture if we are
fitted for the uplifting process. It
shall be well with you. Now, do not
get o frightened about that asthma
or that ceugh or that icfluenza or
that threatened poeumeonia. The
worst thing that fatal disease ean
do is to usher you into corouation and
enthrouesment. It shall ba well with
you. Take as good care of your health
as you can, have all the sanitary laws,
keep in this world as leng as you
are permitted to stay and then when
the heavenly call comes be glud to go.
I do met care much about what your
“last words” are going to be. Peopls
put teo wmuch emphasis om *“last
words.”, I woud rather koow what

In sli well regulated schools
of this day children are allowed to go
out and play constantly. Their minds
aro diverted from their school books
and, by this play, they are enabled to
progress and improve in their studies.
What a sad fact it is that little ehil-
dren are shut up in our mills from six
in the worning to 6ix in the evening,
with no opporiunity of geing ount to
play por even gotting & breath of fresh
air. lappeal to you as fathcrs who
love your children to do unto these
mill children as you would have your
own chileren done by. You may kill
this bill and the fresh winds will blow
from heaven the bright sunlight for you
and I, and for your ohildren and mine,
but not for the child who worka in the
faotories of South Carolioa

Tnfanticide is alarmine-
ly commin. Puarenta driven insane by
want and the orics of their ohildren for
food, which they are unable to provide,
kill the little ones rather than be foreed
to listen to their ories of distress and to
see their snflerings.
